Mr. McBride holds a degree in Business Administration/Linguistics from Northern Arizona 

University and a Master’s in Health Administration from the University of Phoenix. He has also 

been consistent in supporting and/or signing the VA contract into each facility that he has led, 

demonstrating his continued commitment to serve our Nations heroes.  Prior to his experience 

in long-term care administration, Mark spent a decade serving as a clinical 

pharmaceutical representative, with an emphasis on geriatric care.   

 

He lives in Sparks with his wife, Shawna. They have three children: Jade, Ryan, and Owen. His 

son, Ryan is currently serving in the U.S. Navy as an E-3 Corpsman. Mr. McBride’s father, Wayne, 

was a U.S. Air Force veteran.
